ENGLAND 1S. DISAP 


His Ship, the Terra Nova, Has Come 
Out to New Zealand to Avoid the: 
tce and ‘Reports That>He Will 
Spend the Winter on His Quest 
Pressing Forward to Reach 

Goal as Scon as Possible. - 


London, April 1.—The Tong and im- 
patieptly awaited news of Captain 
Scolt’s Antarctic expedition has’ at 
last artived, but will bring the keen- 
est disappointment to the cherished 
hopes of all Englishmen that the Brit. 
ish expedition’ might after all. prove 
to be the first in* the race’ for the 
South Pole. ; 

On January 3, nearly three weeks 
after Amundsen hoisted the Norwe. 
gian flag at the pole, Scott still had. 
150 miles, to cover before attaining the 
object of his desire. The Terra Nova 
has returned to New Zealand and ro- 
ports that Scott is’ still pressing for- 
werd and wi!l sperd the winter in the 
search: ‘ a 

Since the news of Amundsen’s suc- 
cessful attempt, Englishman have 
built great hopes on ‘Capt. Scott emu- 
lating, if not surpassing, the Norwe- 
gian’s achievement. It was known 
that Scott had. chosen the. lot.ger 
route, and as Amundaen’s experience 
proved the more difficult route, but, 
presuming that he was favored by the 
same exceptional weather conditions 
as Amundsen, few doubted his suc- 
cess. ‘ 2 : 
Now comes the disappointing newa 
that Scott is spending another winter 
in the Antarctic, and there will be 
further weary waiting before it cau be 
known whether he even succeeded in 
reaching the Pole. According to some 
of Captain. Scott's intimate friends 
here, however, so surprise need be 
felt at his decision fo spend another 
winter in the-south, this having been 
within the original scope of his in- 
tentions. They suggest that he may 
have learned of Amundsen's exploit, 
and thereupon determined to attempt 
a great journey across the ice bar- 
rier, returning from the side almost 
opposite to that from which he started 
his journey. 

If this is so, the Terro Nova: prob- 
ably received instructions to meet 
Scott at some fixed date at a point 
on the barrier opposite Graham Land, 
not far to the south of Cape Horn. It 
will be remembered that the German 
expedition is working from that side 
and it is possible that the two parties 
may meet.

Indianapolis, Ind., April 1.—No an.

MAY HAVE SUCCEEDED. . 
Arctic Experts Say Scott May Have 
Reached the Pole. 

London, April 2.—Though the latest 
word from the British Antarctic ex- 
pedition under command of Captain 
Robert F. Scott left the explorers 
still 150 miles from the South Pole 
on January 3> polar experts here are 
strongly of the opinion that Captain 
Scott will achieve the great o} ject 
for which he set out. Captain Scott 
was still advancing on the date of his 
last message, and those familiar with 
Antarctic exploration expres: _— the 
opinion that he would probably reach 
the Pole before the end of January. 
Among those favoring this view are 
Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, the noted Nor- 
wegian explorer, who, in an interview 
at Christiania yesterday, gave expres. 
sion to this belief. 

All the London morning papers 
print editorials congratulating the 
members of the Scott expedition. They 
emphasize the fact that it was not a 
mere dash for the’ Pole like that of 
Amundsen, but a thoroughly plan. 
ned exploring expedition on a large 
scale, without any idea of racing for 
the Pole, and that it has achieved re- 
sults of the highest importance. 

The Telegraph points out that Cap- 
tain Scott was confronted with great 
difficulties when traveling to the 
Pole; they had continually to dig 
put the ponies and tents when snow 
etl,

Many Want To Go Back. 

London, April 2—Up to midnight 
the votes counted in the ballot of the 
miners in connection with the coal 
strike numbered 135,696. Of these, 
69,141 were in favor of Tesumption of 
work and 66,823 were against resump- 
tion. These totals, however, do not 
include North Wales and other dis- 
tricts, where it is believed large ma- 
jorities will be polled in favor of re- 
sumption. 

The‘ballot affords surprises, and 
there is doubt in some quarters whe- 
ther a majority will cast their ballots 
for a return to work, althcugh all the 
responsible leaders continue to ad- 
vise the men of the folly of continu. 
ing the strike. Strangely enough, 
South Wales, which was supposed to 
be a hot:bed of resistance, polled 
nearly 2 to 1 in favor of resuming, 
while the English northern counties 
ballotted in favor of continuing the 
strike. 

One explanation of the somewhat 
unexpected ballot is that large num- 
bers of willing workers are not taking 
the trouble to record their votes. In 
the meantime it is estimated that be- 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 miners de- 
scended into the pits yesterday. Coal 
traffic i« being resumed and many 
shipyards and industries have started 
up again. The price of coal declined

Mr. Rowell Thinks They Should Have 
‘fa: More Zmportant Place on the Pro- 
\ posed Power Commission—His Ad 
cvocacy ‘of a Reform ‘ofthe Sys- 
“tem: Governing Civil Servants ; 
ts Downed by. Government. 


Toronto, April 3.—Lift the civil ser- 
vice ‘out of - politics, “eliminate. the 
spoils and patronage system, make ap- 
pointments and’ promotions ‘by® com- 
petitive examinations, and create a 
non-partisan civil service commission. 
These were the proposals N. W. Row- 
ell, leader of the Opposition, advocat- 
ed'in a motion before the Legislature 
yesterday. His motion was lost on 
division. The:Premier introduced: an 
amendment to the effect that the 
House congratulate the people on the 
present ministration of the civil 
service and the absence of the spoils 
system, and it was carried. 


Mr. (Rowell delivered a eplendid ‘ 


oration in’ support of his-idea, bub 
after he retired the Premier gave his 
views on the. matter and introduced 
an amendment ‘which looked rosy to 
the Government supporters. 

Dr. Jamieson, South Grey, referred 
his. bill respecting osteopaths to a 
special committee. The bill requires, 
among other things, that all ostec- 
paths who have been practicing less 
than five years will require to submit 
to an examination. by. the . Ontario 
Medical Council. The special commit: 
tee consists of Jamieson, Reaume, 
Pyne, McQueen, Thompson (Simcoe), 
Marshall, Musgrove, Johnson, Bows 
man, McNaught, McPherson, Sinclair. 

“It is a well understood maxim cf 
civil polity.” said Hon. Dr. Pyne, in 
moving for the sécond reading of the 
bill respecting the compulsory school 
attendance of adolescents, “that in 
countries were the people have a part 
in the function of government the 
electorate should possess at least the 
essentials of an education." The 
Minister then told of how some coun: 
tries like Germany and Switzerland 
have compulsory ‘school attendancs 
laws under varying conditiong up till 
the 17th or 18th year. In. Ontario, 
however, this law will be optional, 
each municipality voting on the pro- 
position for itself. 

N. W. Rowell thought the compul- 
sory plan would be best, but admitted 
that the optional plan might Lo. pref 
erable till the system gets in working 
order. x E 

N. W. Rowell criticized the bill to 
amend the Power Commission Act 
when .it came -up for secoud reading 
at last night's session of the Legisla- 
ture. Mr. Rowell objected to the prin- 
ciple of the bill, giving added powers 
ta the commission. He thought tho 
powers of the municipalities ought 
to be increased and not curtailed, as 
the present bill proposes to do. Mr. 
Rowell suggested the appointment of 
a public service commission to deal 
with such matters. ‘He also declared 
in favor of municipalities having di- 
rect representation on the commission 
and a voice in its management. 

W. K. McNaught drew attention to 
the meeting that was held at the Par- 
liament Building a week or two ago. 
when malcontents from one end of 
the province to the other stated their 
objections to the Hydro-Electric Com- 
mission, regarding the giving of added 
powers to the commission. 

“At these meetings,” said Mr, Me- 
Naught, “there was not a single mu- 
nicipality represented. The malcon- 
tents were all corporations, and the 
leader of the Opposition in a very 
attenuated way to-night echoes their 
sentiments,” 

“Ef wasn't at these meetings,” in- 
tereupted Mr. Rowell. 

“Well, you must have read about 
them,” feplied Mr. McNaught.

ANOTHER CRISIS. 


Russia and Turkey Are Now at 
Logsorheads. 

London, April $.—The relations of 
Russia and Turkey, which a few weeks 
aso enused the circulation of alarm- 

3 reports, may ut any moment reach 
rey acute stage, and asain the bone of 
contention will be Persia. 

At the close of the Ru-so-Japanese 
war, Turkey moved some troops into 
the Persian Province of Azerbaijan, a 
strip of which has been in dispute for 
upwards of 200 years. Turkey claims 
this strip; Persia holds it, but the 
ownership has yet to be decided. 
The question has been subject of nego- 
tations, but while these have been 
going on, Russia asserts that Turkey 
has been slowly moving her forces for- 
ward until they- have gone even 
yond the disputed strip and now com- 
mand the western part of Azerbaijan 
from Lake Urumish to the frontier 
and could with ease attack the Rus- 
sian Province of Erivan.> 

Turkey's firmness in supporting her 
contention, and not only placing 
troops in the disputed strip, but mov- 
ing them forward, has given rise in 
Russia to a suspicion that some other 
power is behind the Ottoman Govern- 
ment. 

Winnipes Case ‘Settl- da. 

Winnipes, April 8.—With customary 
ceremony, Lieutenant-Governor D. C. 
Cameron prorogued the Legislature | 
Saturday afternoon, the speech ‘from } 
tis throne congratulating the pro- 
vince on the satisfactory settlement of 
the boundary question and on the 
legislation for control of a certain 
class of public utilities. 

A settlement’ was reached at the 
eleventh: hour between the two dis- 
putants, who have taken up so much 
of the time of’ the Legislature, viz., 
the City of Winnipeg and the Heese 
syndicate. 

The basis of Saturday's agreement is 
that the ity, in return for the with- 
crawel of the obnoxious ‘Manitoba 
power bill and the emasculation of 
thy radial railways bill, agrees to 
purchase all poles in the city at valu- 
ation and rent space to the Winnipeg 
Electric Co., or its successors. This 
snves the city from an awkward legal 
tang following on the action of its 

ngineers in erecting poles and wires 
fe nt over and even between the poles 
and wires of the company. 

City officials express themselves ns 
satisfied with the agreement. The 
c-nsent of Sir Wiliam Mackenzie has 
yet to be obtained. 


Men Ordered to Work. 

London, April 8.—The decision of 
the Miners’ Federation Saturday af- 
ternoon to order the men to resume 
work has brought intense relief tu 
the whole country. The termination 
of the coal strike virtually gmounts 
to raising a ruinous siege of/the na- 
tion’s industries, which has inflicted 
financial loss by far larger than would 
have’ been caused by o war with a 

great power of similar duration. 

In tland the miners will returp 
to the collicries to-day, but as to-day 
4s a holiday in England and Wales, 
the strikers there will not return to 
the coal fields until to-mcrrow. In 
many of the mines two or three days 
more will elapse before repairs con 
be completed. By the end of the weeh, 
however, it is expected that every col: 
liery will be in full swing.

Nesbitt at first denied his identity. 
A number of Toronto school teachers 
attending a convention here, posi- 
tively identified him, however, and 
Inter his attorneys gave out a state- 
ment admitting him to be the former 
Canadian bank president, but deny- 
ing he was guilty of any offence. 

Attorney Patterson caused surprise 
by declaring that to his own knowl- 
edge Nesbitt had been in Chicago 
for more than a year and frequently 
hal dined with him at a downtown 
hotel. 
| “The president of a bank in Canada 

is merely a nominal figure,” said Mr. 
Patterson. “The cashier and other 
officers have most of the power. The 
charge of forgery’ is not extraditable 
in any event. Mr. Nesbitt, moreover, 
did not forge anything, He merely 
signed a false statement which result. 
ed in the wrecking of the bank.”

Law, the Opposition leader, was simi- 
larly applauded. 

Premier Asquith rose to speak amid 
He said, at the 
outset, that it was nineteen years 
since Gladstone introduced his last 
measure to provide for better govern. 
ment of Ireland. That speech con- 
tained a perfect. exposition of the 
historic case as between Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland. He. did not pre-

The first he 
knew of the murder, he said, was 
when Marcovitch came into the store 
and said “the women is shot.”

Canada set out in 1878 to encourage manu- 
facturing by placing high protective duties on 
importations of foreign-made goods. Of the wis- 


dom or unwisdom of that movement, it is not] the 


necessary now to speak. It is unquestionable, 
however, that the National Policy of Sir John 
Macdonald did much to build upour cities by the 
protection accorded to the manufacturers. That 
the National Policy was ever five cents’ worth of| 2% 
good to the farmers of Canada remains to. be 
proved. - 

Enormous growth of our cities on tie one 
side and depopulation of our farms on the other 
are conditions that speak for themselves. Over~ 
crowded cities and farms that are becoming for- 
saken are facts that we see before our eyes after 
thirty-five years of high protection in Canada. 

How much longer can this kind.vi thing go 
on? [four cities go on spreading out and our 
farms continue to lose their workers, the ques- 
tion i$ who is going to feed the cities. We have 
seen Canada the past winter buying eggs frdm 
Chicago, potstoes from Ireland, and butter irom 
New Zealand. The simple fact is that Canadian 
farmers are not able to produce enough in cer- 
tain lines to feed those who dwell in the cities. 
The result,'as we see it, is prohibitive food prices 
and workingmen whose wages are harely enough 
fo keep the wolf from the door. 

Is there any Canadian who is fool enough to 
believe that over-grown cities and abandoned 
farms are desirable in a new country like this 
dominion? Are children reared in a home where 
the head of the house is able to earn only a dollar 
a day likely to secure a proper education and at- 
tain to a high standard of citizenship ? 

These are questions that Canadians must an- 
swer. These are conditions that must be faced. 
Already foreigners are coming in and taking up 
our farms as they have taken up the Sulk of the 
farming land in the eastern States, 

Canada is paying the penalty for having 
strayed away from correct commercial methods, 
You cannot create a privileged class as we have 
done in this country unless somebody pays the 
penalty. The economic laws we have violated 
are bringing their inevitable punishment. 

To try to make the whole people prosperous 
by special privileges granted to a few, is a futile 
as to attempt to raise yourself by your boot- 
straps. 

In these times of abounding prosperity the 
stern face of want is appearing in the myriad 
homes of our workmen. 

That the Borden administration is seized of 
the gravity of the situation is shown by the fact 
that although they were returned by the power 
and through the influence of the special interests, 
they did not-dare to continue the payment of the 
iron bounties or increase the tariffon any man- 
tfactured ariicle. 

Canada is paying the penalty of one-sided 
development. Our cities have been built up at: 
the expense of the farm. We havé got to reverse 


\the policy.. Any Canadian government that does 


not use every means in its power to encourage 
agriculture and get the people back to the land 
will be swept from power just as inevitably as 
the sun will rise and set. 

And the pressure is not going to come so 
much from the farming population as from the 
city-dwellers. . There is no argument so powerful 
asa depicted dinner pail. _ 

We have already witnessed the strange phe- 
nomenon of the cities in the United States, with 
all the armies of employes of highly protected in- 
dustries, clamoring for. lower turiff.

Incomplete returns 
yesterday gave the former President 
G5 of the state's 76 delegates in the 
Republican national convention. The 
Roosevelt supporters are claiming 67, 
ard later returns may carry the fig- 
ures to that total. Col, Roosevelt won 
$3 of the 64 district national dele- 
gates; and his followers elected 
enough delegates to the state conven- 
tion to give them control ‘of that 
body. The state convention will name 
112 delegates at large. 

Governor Woodrow Wilson of New 
Jersey, who had no organized opposi- 
tion, will have 74 of the 76 delegates 
from Pennsylvania in the Democratic 
national convention. In the eleventh 
congressional district the two Demo- 
cratic national delegates elected are! 
favorable to Governer Judson Har- 
inon, but they are not pledged. 

Politicians look upon the triumph 
of Col. Roosevelt with astonishment. 
The supporters of the former Presi- | 
dent were without a state organiza. | 
tion or without an organization in 
many of the 32 congressional districts. 

The regular Republican organiza- ; 
tion, headed by U. S. Senator Boise 
Penrose, which has withstood the fury 
of many a political storm, received a 
crushing defeat in the loss of control 
of the state convention. It is the 
first time in the ‘present generation 
that it has lost control of that body. 











The significance of the Roosevelt } iy 
victory can be reatized when it is re- | 


membered that the delegates in con- 
trol of the state convention have the 
power to select the state chairman 
and, under the party rules, the dele. 
gation to the national convention 
elects the national committeeman, At 


present Senator Penrose holds both! 


positions. 


It was said by a prominent mem-j 


ber of the state committee last night 
that some the Roosevelt delegates 
elected 


voting for Roosevelt delecates, will 
stand by the state organization other- 
wise. 

Some of the leaders of the Republi- 
can organization refrained from per- 
sonally entering the primary as can- 
didates for district national delegates, 
as it had been expected they would 
be selected as delegates at large. 
Among those understood te have been 
looked upon as the likely delegates 
were Senators Penrose and Oliver, 
Governor Tener, Secretary of State 
Robert McAfee, and State Senator 
James P. McNichol, the leader of the 
party organization in Philadelphia. 

The vote polled was light. In some 
districts it did not go much over 50 
per cent. of the total vote cast at the 
last general election. Col. Roosevelt 
received his heaviest vote from the 
reform element of the state, repre- 
sented by the Keystone party, which 
since it was organized about two years 
ago, has opposed the regular Republi- 
cans at every election and succeeded 
in electing a reform mayor in Phila- 
delphia last year. 

Another eletnent of strength of the 
Roosevelt forces was the body of 170,- 
60 idle anthracite miners in the 
northesstern counties of the state, 
where the former President ran 
strong.

§ ly after 7 o'clock last night 
there came flashing over the wires 
from Cape Race, within 400 miles of 
which the liner in the treacherous 
Newfoundland Banks region, had 
struck the berg, which brought her 
to grief, that af 220 o'clock Monda: 
morning, 3 hours and 55 minutes af- 
ter receiving her death blow, the Ti- 
tanic had sunk, ssc 

The news came from the steamer 
Carpathia, relayed by the White Star 
liner Olgmpic,. and revealed that by 
the time the’ Carpathia, outward 
bound from New York and racing for 
the Titanic on a wireless call, reach- 
ed the scene, the doomed yessel had 
sunk. 

Left on the surface. however, were 
lifeboats from the Titanic, and in} 
them, as appears from the meagre re- 
ports received up to. a late hour, 
were some 866 survivors of the disas- 
ter, These, according to the advices, 
the Carpathia Pervped up, ard is now 
on her way with them to New Yor‘. 

For the reat of the scene as the 
Carpathia cam: up was ore of deso- 
lation. All that remained of tie $10,- 
000,000. floating palace, on which 
nearly 1,400 passengers had been voy- 
aging: luxuriously to this side of the 
Atlantic, were some bits of wreckage. 
The biggest stip in the world had 
gone down, snufling out in her down- 
ward plunge, it appeared, hundreds 
of human lives, 

A significant line in the Cape Race 
despatch was.the announcement that 
of those saved by the Carpathia near- 
ly all were women and children. 
Should it prove that no other vessel 
picked up any passengers of the sink- 
ing liner, this might mean that few 
of the men on board had been saved, 
as the proportion of women and chil- 
dren among the passengers was large. 

The same fact would likewise spell 
the doom of practically the entire 
crew. 

In-the cabin were 260 women and 
children, but it is not known how 
many there were among the 740 third- 
class passengers. 

In the first cabin.there were 122 
women and 15 children, and in the 
second cabin 73 women and 8 chil.

IRON TONIC FOR TREES. 


Plant Nails Among the Roots and @ 
Vigorous Growth Results. — 

A dozen large nails planted amon, 
the roots of a tree assure the tree of 
bealth, becnuse she vegetable saps 
cause the oxidation of the iron and 
the sap carries ferruginous salts 
through all the ring cells and circo 
lation vessels. 

Not many years ago one of the sights 
of a certain French cemetery was 6 
tree, balf green, half rust colored, lud 
urlantly leaved upon both sides and 
in flourishing condition. When the tree 
died and preparations were made for 
an examination of Its roots it was al- 
most impossible-to exhume it. When 
all the ground around it was loosened 
and the roots were exposed it was 
found that the tree when a sappling 
had clasped its young roots around the 
baste of an iron balustrade encircling 
atomb. The roots of the tree had run 
in and out between the iron bars of 
the fence. Exactly half of the tree 
had come in contact with the fron, and 
that half put forth a growth luxuriant- 
ly leaved in rusty brown. The half 
that had not touched the fron derel- 
oped a growth of normal coloring. 
The tree as a whole was a fine speci 
men of healthy vegetable growth, bus 
the side impregnated by fron far ex- 
ceeded the green side in its output of 
vigorous leafage. a 

Bulpbate of iron is of Uttle value 
when sprinkled on the leaves of.a sick 
tree, but powdered fron has  marvel- 
ous effect when introduced Into the 
tissues by‘means of boles bored in the 
trunk. ‘The holes must be filled with 
the powdér and then corked with 
wooden plugs and well puttied over 
and around the plugs, so that none of 
the tonic can escape. To do its work 
the iron must be carried through the 
tree in the circulation of the sap,—Har-

The operator’ on 
tho Frankfurt, according to the wit- 
ness, apparently considered the call 
more or less trivial, for half an hour 
after the imperative appeal of the sea, 
he called the Titanic to inquire speci- 
fically what was wrong. § 

“Mr. Phillips ssid he was a fool,” 
Bride testified, referring. to the chief 
operator on the Titanic, who lost his 
life, “‘ard told him to keep out.’ 

By “‘keeping out,’’ Bride declared, 
“Phillips meant that the Frankfurt 
should not keep its wireless going, 
but should léave the trackless realin

About Ambergris. 

A press report from Victoria, B.C., 
the other day ‘stated that a plece of 
ampbergris estimated to be worth $150,- 

was taken from s whale killed 
by the whaler Pretriana, which ar- 
rived at that port on y 5. This 
is said to be one of the largest pieces 
ar ihe sores found eS 

mberg. supposed a@ mor. 
bid secretion of the liver of the 
spermaceti whale, found floating or 
washed ashore. It is a little lighter 
than water, and might easily be taken 
for a piece of the bark of a tree. On 
examination, however, it is found to 
be of a waxy nature, streaked with 
gray, yellow and black and emitting 
a peculiar aromatic odor. It fuses 
at 140 to 150 degrees Fahrenheit and 
at ‘a higher temperature gives, out a 
white smoke, which condenses into 
8 crystalline fatty matter. 

It is found in all sizes, from one 
pound up‘to twenty or thirty, but 
occasionally pieces weighing one hun- 
dred or two hundred pounds are found 
in whales. * 

Ambergris has been known from 
an chrly period, some pharmacopoeias 
prescribing it for fevers and nervous 
complaints. It is sometimes mingled 
with the incense burned in churthes, 
and is also put in certain kinds »f 
wine to improve the bouquet.” 

But the great use of ambergris is in 
the manufacture of perfumery. Not 
that its fragrance is either very pow- 
erful or pleasing, but it possesses the 
peculiar property of causing other in- 
gredients to throw out their odors and

Near Dorches- 
ter stood a tall, ‘athletic, milita 
man, Sir Alured Clark, who, a wee 
after that levec, became Deputy Gov- 
ernor-General during Dorchester’s 
absence in England. And around were 
the judges, the executive councillors, 
the seignors and the other lights of 
Quebec society. 

Every tonrist visiting Quebec al- 
ways goes out to the Falls of Mont 
morency, about nine miles below the 
city. Close to the brink of the chasm 
into which the Montmorency River 
hurls itself there stood in 1791, as 
there stands to-day with some addi-

In December, 1991—that is, about 
three months after the arrival at Que- 
Lee of the Duke of Kent—the proper- 
ty was offercd for sale, as the follow. 
ing advertisement reads: “For sale, 
the elegant villa of the late Sir Fred- 
erick Haldimand, K.B., delightfully 
situated near the Falls “of Montmor- 

eye with the farm house.” 

The property passed int> the prs- 
session of the Duke of Kent, and it 
became his favorite sremier residence 
It was called “Kent House,” and st 
it is known to this day. A lerje 
wi haa been. added, ‘practically 
doubling ‘the capacity of the house, 
but most fortunately the new part is 
bait in/exactly the same style as that 

{ the old part, so that the simple 
beauty of the building has not been 
destroyed. To-day, Kent House is a 
piste. of  poblie entertainment.

who was in command of the vessel, 
His statement is cs follows; 

“We receive? a wircless message 
after midnight Sunday from the Ti- 
tanic, stating that she had struck an 
iceberg and to come at once. We 
turned about at 12.30 o'clock a:d 
steamed back to positicn given us, 
arriving there at 4.30 o'clock. We 
encountered so much ice, however, 
that we stayed until daylight. We 
cruised about but could not sce .any. 
sign of the ship. About 6 a.m. on an 
immense field of ice studded thickly 
with bergs, we saw the Carpathia. 
We also saw the Californian, «hich 
was to the northward of us, steaming 
west, then coming down to the south- 
ward, and she met us. She did. not 
communicate anything. “At 8.46. 
o'clock, ship’s time, we received a. 
eye message that the Carpsthia 
ad picked up twenty boats. We ask- 
ed if they wanted assistance, but got 
no reply. Shortly after we received 
another general peat stating, “No- 
thing more can bo done; no need ta 
stand by.” We then left the scene and 

led on our ay.’

Modern tighthoures really date from 
1769, when this third one was com 
pleted.” Smeaton's design was faulty, 
but it served as a model for lighthouse 
construction: in masonry, which has 
been followed: In ‘its genefal features 
ever since. This Ughthouse stood for 
over a century, ‘but it was not high 
evough to keep the waves from dash- 
ing. the lantern and‘ so was removed 
and the present one built in 1882 by 
James Douglass. ic 

At the time of the completion of thé 
new, lighthouse two bells weighing two 
tons each and struck by mechanical 
power were Installed for fog signal 
ing purposes. - Since that date an ex- 
plosive guncotton fog signal has been 
erected, the bells being removed. Prob- 
ably the most interesting thing about 
the lighthouse now on the Eddystone 
is Its solid vertical base. Heavy seas 
striking the massive cylindrical struc- 
ture are immediately broken up an@ 
rush around to the opposite alde, spray 
alone ascending to the beight of the 
lantern gallery. On the other hand, 
waves striking the old tower at its 
foundation ran up the surface, which 
presented a curred face to the waves, 
and, unimpeded by any projection un- 
til arriving at the lantern gallery, were 
partially broken up by the cornice and 
then spent themselves in heavy spray 
over the lantern.

Sixty-four 
“vomitortes’ (for Ly that name the doors | 
were very aptly distingulshed) poured j 
forth the Immense muititude, and the } 
entrances, passages and staircases ! 
were contrived with such exquisite 
skill that cach person, whether of the 
senatorial, the equestrian or the ple 
belan order, arrived at his destined 
place without trouble or confusion. 
Nothing was omitted which in any rev 
spect could be subservient to the con- 
venience and pleasure of the specta- 
tors. They were protected from the 
sun and min by an ample canopy, o¢- 
castonally drawn over thelr heads. The 
oir was continually refreshed by the 
plusing of fountains and profusely im- 
pregnated by the grateful scent of aro- 
matics, 

“In the center of the edifice the arena 
was strewed with the Gnest sand and 
successitely assumed the most differ- 
ent forms. At one moment It seemed 
to rise out of the earth like the garden 
of the Hesperides, and was afterward 
broken into the rocks and caverns of 
Thrace. The subterranean”pipes con- 
veyed an inexhaustible/ supply of 
water, and what bad joist before ap- 
peared a level plain might be suddenly 
converted Into a wide ‘lake, covered j 
with armed vessels~and replenished 
with the monsters of the deep, 

“in the decoration of these scenes 
tho Roman emperors displayed thelr 
wealth and Ilberality, and we read on 
various occasions that the whole fur 
niture of the amphitheater consisted! 
elther of silver or of gold or of amber. 
“The poet who describes the game of 
Carinus in the ctxracter of a shepberd 
attracted to the capitol by the fame of 
their tnngniticence atiirms that the nets 
designed as a defense against the wild 
bensts were of gold wite, that tbe por 
tlcoes were gilded and that the ‘belt’ or 
circle which divkied the several ranks 
of spectators from each other was stud- 
ded witb a precious wosale of beauti- 
ful stones.” 

In ancient times there was hardly a 
town in the Roman empire which bad 
not an amphitheater large enough to 
contain rast multitudes of spectators, 
and as specimens of architecture the 
amphitheaters were more remarkable 
for tho mechanical skill and admirable 
adaptation ‘to their parpos¢ displayed 
in them than for any beauty of shape 
or decoration.—Chicago News.

An offi- 
cer, with ten men, accordingly set 
out, and rode down Bond and his as- 
sociates after a forty mile chase, ar- 
resting tho party, five in number, 
and ‘seizing two wagons containing 
cases of whiskey and buffalo skins, 
which had been received from the 
Indians. Heavy fines were inflicted, 
and the first step in protecting ‘the 
Indians from their worst enemies 
Was a creat success,

o'clock to look at some traps. Wien 
he did nct return that night his father 
decided he had gone to his own home. 
Saturday morning there being no word 
from him his father drove to his home 
and found his wife very uneasy about 
him. A> search party was organized 
among the neighbors and on Sunday 
afternoon the body was found. A 
number of blood stains on the road in- 
dicated where the shooting had taken 
place. 

Porter was last seen by a man nam 
ed Ellis, who states that he saw him 
passing his door, and later on heard a 
gun report.
